Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  and  pleasure  to  submit 
to  you  my  twelfth  Annual  Report  being  for  the  year  1945, 

In  many  respects  we  were  able  in  1945  to  get  back  to  our 
pre-war  activities  but  shortage  of  labour  and  material 
led  us  to  adopt  the  principle  that  only  in  necessitous 
cases  have  repairs  been  insisted  upon,  thereby  interfering 
as  little  as  possible  with  the  building  of  now  houses. 

The  details  relating  to  the  Inspection  of 
meat  at  the  Government  Controlled  Slaughterhouse  are  given 
rather  fully  in  accordance  with  instructions  received. 

The  new  insecticide  D.D.T.  became  available 
to  the  public  during  the  year  and  disinfestation  of  various 
premises,  using  this  Insecticide,  was  carried  out  in  the 
town,, 

D.D.T,  is  obtainable  In  various  forms  but 
a  5 )o  solution  in  paraffin  only  has  been  used  so  far  in  this 
Department,  It  has  been  very  effective  in  dealing  with 
infestations  of  flies  and  bed-bugs.  Fourteen  premises  were 
treated  for  bugs  and  two  for  flies,,  Re-inspections  were 
made  every  week  for  three  weeks  after  treatment. 
Infestations  of  cockroaches  received  more  persistent 
treatment  as  these  pests  are  less  susceptible  to  the 
effects  of  D.D.T.  solution  than  are  flics  and  bed-bugs, 

A  Lodging  House  was  treated  successfully 
with  D.D.T.  solution  but  it  was  realised  that  this  is  a 
place  which  can  so  easily  be  re-infested  by  its  floating 
population  that  it  was  possible  for  bugs  to  re-appear 
after  the  effective  period  of  the  D.D.T.  Residual  Spray 
had  disappeared. 

In  addition  to  the  food  sampling  carried 
out  by  the  County  Council  the  following  samples  were 
purchased  informally  during  the  year  and  submitted  for 
analysis : 


62  samples  of  milk 

The  milk  samples  found  unsatisfactory  were 
followed  up  by  visits  to  the  farms  and  interviews  with 
the  producers  and  usually  when  the  milk  was  again  sampled 
it  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  addition  20  samples  of  water  were 
obtained  for  analysis  and  they  were  all  found  satisfactory.

RODENT  CONTROL. 


The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  in  business 
premises,  private  dwelling-houses  and  in  the  sewers  has 
occupied  a  great  deal  of  time  during  the  yea r,  visits 
being  divided  as  follows 


Sewer  maintenance  treatment  8  day 

550  visits

92  business  premises  were  inspected  and  test- 
baited#  Undertakings  to  disinfest  were  asked  for  by 
owners  of  17  business  premises  when  the  evidence  of 
infestation  had  been  indicated  to  them#  The  treatments 
of  these  infested  premises  wore  successful  and  all  rodonts 
in  the  buildings  at  the  time  were  destroyed# 

The  carrying  out  of  initial  inspections  and 
test-baiting  is  found  to  be  necessary  as  very  few  complaints 
are  received#  The  Ministry  of  Food  Coupon  inserted  in 
the  local  newspapers  elicited  one  complaint,  although  it 
is  known  that  many  dwelling-houses  and  business  promises 
lie  within  the  influence  of  major  infestations  in  the  town. 

It  is  intended  to  inspect  and  treat,  systematically 
all  such  premises  and  it  is  anticipated  that  Rodent  Control 
will  necessarily  have  to  occupy  more  time  and  labour 
during  the  coming  year# 

The  Staffs,  War  Agricultural  Exocutivo  Committee’s 
Rodent  Operatives  have  treated  the  Town  refuse  tip  frequently 
during  the  year  and  have  destroyed  many  rats  at  the  tip- 
face  by  pro -baiting  and  gassing  methods. 

One  maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewers  was 
carried  out  successfully  and  the  number  of  bait  takes 
indicated  that  the  initial  treatment  of  1944  had  markedly 
reduced  the  number  of  rats.  78  manholes  out  of  a 
possible  total  of  491  were  baited. 

Twelve  P3  traps  were  brought  into  operation  at 
the  end  of  the  year  and  the  use  of  these  will  eliminate 
the  possibility  of  domestic  animals  being  poisoned, 

I  represent  you  on  the  North  Staffs.  Planning  and 
Advisory  Committee  for  Rodent  Control  and  several  meetings 
were  held  during  the  year. 

Liaison  has  always  been  maintained  with  the 
officers  of  the  Rodent  Section  of  the  Midland  Division  of 
the  Ministry  of  Food  and  several  inspections  have  been 
made  in  conjunction  with  them.  Their  advice  and  co-operation 
has  been  most  welcome.
